Rest—phys 
ical and mental —is what is re 
quired, and in very few homes 
is t possible to gi.e the patie.it 
that complete physical relaxrt 
ion and freedom from worry 
which arc required dining the 
early i ai t of his treatment. 

Theic are other advantages 
in the suiutorium for the pat 
ient. and over and above all 
these i ? the protect on that the 
patient's stay in sanatorium 
affords hi R family. Tuberculosis 
is spread from the sick to the 
well It is believed that no one 
under sixteen years of age 
should be allowed to live in the 
same home'with an active case 
of tuberculosis, because of the 
danger of infection. The patient 
in sanatorium j*. no source of 
danger to his family. It is this 
security which decides n any 
fathers and mothers to accept 
temporary separation from the 
iv families in order protect 
their children. In sanatorium 
too, they will learn how to live 
so as not to surerd the disease 
when they return to their 
homes.
